Who was Right J 

Not long "go thu local organ waxed ve- 
ry abiiaiyo becauso thin journal dared to 
point out the blunder!! of the Ministry in 
abrogating tlio old system of public ser- 
vice before having the new one ready to 
roplaea it, thoreby leaving somo of tlio re- 
mote districts utterly destitute of any le- 
gally constituted authority, in somo in- 
stances loading to a state of anarchy. The 
organ contended that such was not the 
case, asserting that the affairs of the 
country were nover more efficiently ad- 
ministered or the people more contented. 
Of course wo adduced no end of evidence 
to the contrary, some of it obtained even 
from the organ's own columns, On Tues- 
day, it published a letter from its Koote- 
nay correspondent, in which, alluding to 
the new Justices of the Peace appointed 
for that District, the writer Bays: "It ap- 
pears that these gentlemen have hud no 
official notification of their appointment 
except through tho medium of the press, 
and two months moro must elapse before 
they can receive such communication, so 
that Kootenay is to-day without oven ths 
shcttloir of a. low giver." Tho italics are our 
contemporary's. Thus it would appear that 
tho allegations made by this journal, and 
so very industriously denied by the or- 
gan, are true, oven their own friends be- 
ing tho judges. What has tho organ to 
say now in justification of its pay-masters 
in leaving an important frontier District 
for months during tho busy season "wit/l- 
out even the shadow of a law giver"? What 
say you, gentlemen of tho jury, of tho 
prisoner at tho bar? Is he guilty or not 
guilty? But it would bo well for the Min- 
istry if this were tho only count in the in- 
dictment. There are others oven of a more 
serious nature; and abundant evidence to 
convict will bo forthcoming in duo time. 

Department of Finance. 

"We have been desired to state for the 
satisfaction of tho public that the finances 
of tho Province are in a most satisfactory 
and nourishing condition. Tho revenue, 
especially in the remote districts, is be- 
ing promptly and rigidly collacted, and 
is flowing in from all quarters at a rate 
which threatens to make the Treasury run 
over. This condition of things is attribu- 
ted to tho fact of there being an able and 
accomplished Minister at the head of tho 
Finance Department. Hitherto it has been 
without ahead, and.Iconsequently, the fi- 
nances went to tho dogs. Who will ques- 
tion the utility of the Fourth Portfolio 
now ? Tlio public are, of course, at lib- 
erty to swallow as much of tho above as 
they may think proper. We simply com- 
ply with tho request of a friend of the 
Minister of Finance in publishing it.

Montreal, June 1. — A magnificent 
banner and heart of silver gilt are to 
be sent by a body of French Canadians 
to Lourdes, France, the scene of the 
alleged apparition of tho Virgin. The 
heart encloses a list of tho subscribers' 
names. 

Alexr. McGibbon lias suspended. 
His liabilities are $230,000, and his as- 
sets equal to 80 per cent. 

AB iet Hoot Sugar Company, with a 
capital of $800,000, shares $5 each, has 
been formed with M. Emile Boune- 
mart,a French agriculturist, experienc- 
ed in all tho departments of its manu- 
facture, as Managing Director. Among 
the provisional directors are found Mr. 
Andrew Allan, Judge Coursol and lion. 
H. Starnos. The shareholders desire 
to take advantage of the exemption 
from all duties for the period of ten 
years, granted by Parliament, which is 
equivalent to a protective duty of 40 
per cent. 

Halifax, N.S., June 1. — Tho sudden 
death of Lieutenant-Governor Howe 
this morning causes universal sorrow 
in this community. Although com- 
plaining since his return to the Pro- 
vince, his family and friends looked 
hopefully forward to his recovery. He 
was out driving on Friday, and was as 
cheerful and pleasant as usual in re- 
ceiving his friends. Tho unexpected 
death of the statesman has castagloom 
over the city. To-day nothing else has 
been talked of.

being the second trip, bringing 4,500 
old soals.

From Inspector of Police stilting that 
ho had promoted Officer Bloomfleld to be 
Sorgeant. Appointment ratified. 

Application to lay .sidewalk longitudin- 
ally, from Mr. Whitney, and to bo noti- 
fied as to tho height lie might bo allowed 
to build a stable.

THE "COLONIST" WELL. 

Tho application of It. Foster, Dominion 
Government Buildings contractor, to bo 
allowed to use water from tho Colonist 
woll was read. 

Couu. Taylor denounced tho applica- 
tion as improper, The well was dug 30 
years ago, was not a nuisance and was not 
dangers is. The owner of tho property 
was entitled to one-third of the street for 
cellars, ifcc, and tho Council clearly had 
no power to grant tho application. Mr. 
Higgins had treated UlO contractor with 
great consideration —as any one could see; 
ho had allowed Foster to pile bricks and 
cut stone in front of Ins building and 
block up his crossing; but of course he 
did not want to bo imposed on and his 
well drained of water which he required 
for his own purposes. Couu. Taylor 
moved that tho communication be read 
and filed. 

Couu. Gowen seconded the motion. The 
well was sunk before Victoria was a city, 
and tho Council could not interfere with 
it. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

VIEW STREET DI1AIN. 

Report from Committee stating the ex- 
cavation had been worked 24 days and 
was ready for contractors to see. 

Coun. Drumnioud stated thut the whole 
work, to use a vulgar term, was a "bilk." 
A regular system of drainage for the 
whold city would have to be laid out and 
this work would be entirely thrown away. 
He thought at present it would be the 
cheapest way to drain that portion of tho 
city. He should, therefore, support the 
motion. 

Coun. Hay ward spoke in favor of lower- 
ing tho level of the drain. 

His Worship thought it would be advis- 
able to have tenders to form some idea 
what the cost would be. 

Coun. Gowen spoke in favor of improv- 
ing the present work. 

Coun. Drummond moved that tho drain 
bo covered with cedar aud that tenders 
be asked for the work. 

Soconded by Couu. Hayward and car- 
ried. 

HO AD TAX. 

Coun Hayward stated that the Govern- 
ment were collecting the road tax in the 
new city limits, while the expense of 
maintenance now fell on tho Municipali- 
ty. This action on tho part of tho Govern- 
ment was not right. He thereforo brought 
tho matter to tho notice of the Council. 

Coun. Drummond also spoke against 
tin action of the Government. 

Coun. Keast thought that if the Council 
had to keep tho roads in repair it should 
got tho money with which to do it. 

It was moved that tho Government 
should bo communicated with on the sub- 
ject and requested that it discontinue to 
, collect the road tax in tho extended city 
limits. Carried. 

JUHY DUTY. 

Couu. Morton objected to the practice 
of calling on tho members of the Council 
for jury duty. The Messenger was also 
o.illed on the jury to tho great inconveni- 
ence of tho public, and ho (Coun. Mor- 
ton) had been compelled to neglect his 
duty as Street Committeeman in conse- 
quence. 

Couu. Drummond thought that the 
caouibers of the Council being Fire War- 
dens, should bo exempt like firemen. 

Couu. Morton quoted Mr. Elliott's 
opinion showing that, as Fire Wardens, 
Councillors were exempt from jury duty. 
He therefore moved that the Fire Depart- 
ment, through the Board of Delegates, bo 
appliod to to return the members of the 
Corporation as members of their organi- 
zation. 

Seconded and carried.

A communication was read by Coun. 
Drummond from tiie (ias Co. offering cer- 
tain of their pipes for tho .Water Works. 

Tho communication was rejected. 

Council thou went into Committeo of 
tho Whole on the By-Laws. 

The New Grand Trunk Fi- 
nancial Operation. 

From an omission in a cablegram from 
our London correspondent it was made to 
appear that there was a difficulty in rais- 
. iug tho new Great Western loan. Our 
correspondent's letter of 17th May shows 
that the statement referred to the Grand 
Trunk new issue of stock, and not to tho 
Great Western. Some difficulty has arisen 
between Mr. MoKwan and Mr. Albert 
Grant, the leading membors of tho syndi- 
cate which undertook to raise two mil- 
lions sterling to relieve tho road of its 
difficulties, and the second hundred tllOU- 
Btuxd pounds wa not paid on the day lixed. 
It remains to be seen whether the hun- 
dred thousand will bo forfeited or tho 
operation carried through. Mr. McEwan 
professes to believe that tho latter will be

European Mail Summary 

Wo understand (says the Liverpool 
Album) that a magnificent gift is about to 
be made to the Conservative party in 
Liverpool. A millionaire alderman has 
just effected the purchase of the property 
and ground at tho junction of North 
John Street and Victoria Street, at a cost 
of nearly £30,000, with a view to erecting 
thero a building adapted for the purposes 
of a club, which he is to hand over to the 
Conservative! party as a free yift for the 
political purposes. 

For twelve months pasta fire has raged 
underground in Molborn, South Shields, 
over uu area of 805 square yards, amongst 
tho pan-ash and small coal, beneath valu- 
able properties, several of which have 
fallen, causing the death of three persons 
lately. Ou the 12th inst. tho fire burst 
through the surface, spread to the builder's 
warehouse and is still burning. A panic 
was caused amongst the inhabitants in 
tho neighborhood. Great damage was 
done, and there is every probability of 
of more being caused. 

Tho fuel of which Ireland possesses 
seven million acres is now being import- 
ed into Dublin from Rotterdam. "It is 
disgraceful to us as u nation," says the 
Farmers' Gazette, "that we do not develop 
our own resources instead of importing 
turf from Rotterdam." 

It is stated from Paris that the official 
reports received from the prefects respect- 
ing the state of the crops are not of such 
an alarming character as had been antici- 
pated. They admit that great damage has 
been done, but it is not irreparable every- 
where. 

The Kolnischt Zcitnng reports a talo of 
love and suicide in Berlin. A young man 
Carl loved a young woman Martha — their 
surnames are not given — who, in spite of 
her parents' opposition, returned his af- 
fection. There was the usual series of 
stolen interviews, which culminated in an 
elopement, and a supper at a hotel. The 
following morning tlie girl was found ap- 
parently sleeping un a sofa, with the 
young man sitting beside her, bis arm 
around her waist. Both were dead. There 
was a half empty champagne bottle near 
and the remains of some poison, which 
thoy had both taken. 

At Lowestoft, England, tho 13th inst., 
tho ono hundredth birthday of Lady 
Smith, widow of Sir James Edward 
Smith, once President, of the Linruen 
Society, was celebrated by a dinner to no 
hundred of the oldest people of both 
sexes. 

The Guardian says the present Lord 
Lytton. better known by his name in 
literature, "Owen Meredith," will proba- 
bly write his father's life. 

The name of Oastluruugh has boon re- 
vived; tho eldest son of the Marquis of 
Londonderry now bears it , and the people 
of Machynlleth, at which place tho noble 
Marquis has a seat, nro already prepar- 
ing to celebrate the coining of age of Lord 
Castlercagh on the 15th July. 

The Northamptonshire farmers have 
combined to resist the demand of the 
Laborer's Union, and refuse to employ 
men belonging to it . At Haddenham 200 
men have been locked out, the farmers 
declining to employ them unless they 
leavu tho Union. 

Tho Upper House of Convocation on 
the 9th inst., received a petition from -100 
•'priests'' of the Church of England, pray- 
ing for tho licensing of duly qualified 
confessors. In the course ofjthe discussion 
which followed the presentation most of 
the Bishops tools part.and almost generally 
deprecated the practice of habitual and 
compulsory confession.
